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SKEMS UP TO GOVERNMENT. 


The deplorable ace:dent which co 
curred in the slide Wednesday Jast 
fa which a worthy man lost his life 
would seem to put it up to the pro 
vineial goverament to put the road in 
a safer condition for traffic. There 
ean scarcely be a doubt that the fear- 
ful condition of the road was a'most 
wholly if not completely responsible 
for the fatal accident. 

But the circumstance that the 
load shifted asa result of the jolting 
over the rough road, causing the 
team to run away and kill the driver, 
terrible as it was, is not the most ser 
ious uspect of the case, yiewed from 
the standpoint of what might have 
been, Suppose some otherteam bad 
been met by the runaway horses 


dragging a beavy wagon and a load! 


of lumber. The thought of what 
must have been the inevitable result 
is terrifying and it seems miraculous 
‘that such was not the ease and that 
worse still was not sdded to the sad 
affair, 

Imagine whut would have been the 
result had some waman with a load 
of children been driving through the 
slide and met the runaway team. 
And itis no uncommon thing for 
women or a woman with children to 
traverse the slide road; indeed it oc- 
curs almost daily and sometimes 
many times aday. Ona road where 
it is withthe futmost difficulty that 

s-one-arother-at any 
point, the catastrophe that:must en- 
sue in such a case is appalling to 
#hink of. That some such thing did 
not happen is little short of a miracle 
when the amount of traffic on the 
road is considered. And if such a 
thing were to happen, the govern- 
ment would be directly responsible 
for the sacrifice of life that could 
scarcely fail to result, even as the 
government is very largely respon- 
sible for the life that has been taken 
for the responsible officials of the 
government are perfectly well aware 
of the dangerous condition of the 
road. Every person who drives over 
the road, takeS a chahce of being 
killed and the minister of public 
works and his deputy who drove over 
#he road very recently, knows that 
to be true. 

Assuredly itis up to the govern- 
ment to make the road safe. Just 
sueb an accident as the one in’ ques- 
tien, or worse, has always bee fear- 
ed but the fact that nothing serious 
ever has happened before bas served 
40 obscure the real danger that exist: 
ed and exists. It may be hoped the 
government will not longer leave it- 
self open the the dreadful responsibil- 


ity. And when any work is done, it| |

Noxious Weede Act is Being Knuforced.
